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Activities of Wisconsin Paper Manufacturers 


Kimberly-Clark Corp., of Neenah, Declares Usual Dividend on Preferred Stock—Paper Mill 
Employment and Payrolls Show Marked Increases—Number of Badger State Plants Ex- 
tend Recreation Facilities—Hoberg Paper Holds Outing 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT] 

ApPLeTON, Wis., August 20, 1934—lIncreases in both 
employment and payrolls during the period from May 15 
to June 15 are shown in several paper mill cities in Wis- 
consin, according to a survey by the state industrial com- 
mission. Among these are Wisconsin Rapids, Rhinelander 
and Wausau. In the state as a whole employment in- 
creased 0.1 per cent, and payrolls were boosted 0.9 per 
cent. The payrolls were higher than in any month since 
June, 1931. 

Appleton and Green Bay showed increases in payrolls 
but decreases in the number employed. Wages increased 
3.4 per cent in Appleton from $46,658 to $48,257. The 
number of employees dropped 1.3 per cent. Ashland, 
Marinette, Neenah, Menasha and Stevens, largely devoted 
to the paper industry, showed decreases in both employ- 
ment and payrolls. The average wage reported in the 
paper manufacturing areas was $16.93. 

Tribute to L. M. Alexander 

Among the many tributes in the press and otherwise 
last week following the death of Lewis M. Alexander, 
president of the Nekoosa-Edwards Paper Company, was 
a memorial service held at the Community church at Port 
Edwards, Wis., where Mr. Alexander worshipped. 

The pastor, the Rev. T. J. Reykdal, said of him: “Lewis 
M. Alexander is gone—he who like a great engineer with 
his hand always on the throttle guided and directed affairs 
ofthis beautiful community. His hand has been lifted, 
and others will have to put their hands to doing the noble, 
the beautiful things he did so well. 

“So much he has done for which he might have been 
justly proud. But always he was humble, and yet with 
his humbleness there was that dignity that belongs to those 
who remember they are made in the image of God. As 
one of God’s great sons, he tried always to live up to his 
birthright. He believed that we came from God, and that 
we were meant to live with God not only here but forever. 

“He held neither himself nor others in light esteem. He 
accounted every man, woman and child as of worth. As a 
humble follower of Christ, he has proven his greatness by 
being a great servant.” 

Mr. Alexander was counted as one of the pioneers in 
the departure from rags to wood pulp in making paper. 
The few early mills along the Wisconsin river were 
scoffed at because of the belief that good paper could not 
be produced from the waters of that stream. The develop- 
ment was rapid as the demand for newsprint grew, and 
the Nekoosa-Edwards Paper Company became one of the 
largest operators in that field in Wisconsin, growing from 
a $300,000 corporation to one owning more than $15,000,- 
000 in assets. The original force was 25 persons, with a 
payroll of a few hundred dollars annually. Today, the 
mills employ 1,200 and have a yearly payroll of more than 
$2,000,000. 

News of the Industry 

Employees of the Hoberg Paper and Fibre Company, 
Green Bay, Wis., participated in the company’s annual 
picnic on Saturday, August 11. More than 2,000 persons 
attended. The outing began with a motor parade in which 
200 decorated cars took part. Cash awards were made for

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Demand for Paper Listléss In’ Philadelphia 


Both Fine and Coarse Paper Markets Continue Distinctly Quiet—One Leading Wrapping 
Paper Merchant, However, Reports Decided Pickup—Outlook for Paper Stock Section 
Considered Brighter, Due to Government Action 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT] 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., August 20, 1934—The major 
branches of the paper business—the fine and the coarse— 
experienced in the opening days of August no improve- 
ment over the month just closed, and it can well be said 
that a distinct quietus reigns. It is interesting to note, 
however, that one of the leading coarse paper merchants 
told your correspondent that there was a decided pickup 
in his*business this past, week, and all in the trade are 
unquestionably looking forward to a stimulus in Fall. 
According to General Johnson’s proclamation, an emer- 
gency exists in the waste paper industry, thus providing 
for the establishment of minimum prices on the bulk 
grades of old paper, and it is thought that by the time this 
goes to press the NRA Board in Washington will have 
decided on the prices to be promulgated, for there are 
definite assurances that the prices will be put into effect 
within the next. few days. The prices to be established 
will be sales prices to mills which consume waste paper 
f.o.b. point of shipment. For example, if a price of $5. or 
$6. per ton—whatever the prices may be—is established 
on No. 1 mixed paper, this price will apply to all sales to 
mills f.o.b. seller’s shipping point. And anyone selling 
mixed paper to mills at a lower price would be violating 
the NRA statute and would be subject to prosecution. 
This is the first instance where the NRA has provided 
means for any branch of the waste material industry to 
offset the increased labor and production costs growing 
out of the National Recovery program, and will be wel- 
comed throughout the industry. There is no doubt it will 
lead to greater and more general support for the recovery 
policies of the Administration by the waste paper industry. 
One of the leading waste paper dealers here who is in 
the know, states that differentials may, in all probability, 
be set up protecting buyers as well as large wholesalers or 
packers, but this remains to be determined. From all ap- 
pearances, it is most likely that only one price—and that 
a selling price to the mills—will be established, with the 
trade permitted to buy at whatever prices it is enabled 
to, below the minimum price fixed for sales to consuming 
mills. This, it was stated, will establish market price levels, 
affording waste paper packers sufficient leeway to meet 
their higher labor costs under the Code, and at the same 
time give them a margin of profit in their operations.

With the approach of September, 
a further quickening in the demand is looked for. At 
the New England office of a large manufacturer of fine 
paper, it was stated that business was a little better than 
that of the previous week. August is holding its own in 
wrapping paper, with about the same volume moving as 
a year ago. One house reported “quite a little boost” in 
kraft. There was little or no apparent change in the box 
board market, which remained quiet, with the exception of 
material for shoe cartons. Shoe box manufacturers con- 
tinued busy. 

The paper stock market as a whole was dull. The trade 
however, is welcoming the report that NRA has estab- 
lished minimum code prices on No. 1 mixed papers and 
old newspapers for ninety days. It is understood that 
the figures will be $6.50 per ton ex packers door for mixed 
papers and $8.50 per ton for old newspapers. It is under- 
stood that the Code Authority asked for $9.00 and $11.00. 
Prices of all grades of old papers remained the same 
during the week. In bagging the price advanced to 1.10 
@ 1.20, compared with a previous quotation of .90 @ 1.10. 
New and old domestic rags and foreign rags continued 
unchanged in price.

“RUBBER ROLLS 
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Chicago Paper Market Comparatively Quiet 


Demand for Virtually All Standard Grades of Paper Restricted—Fine Paper Division, Includ. 
ing Book, Cover, Bond and Ledger Papers, Practically Marking Time—Coarse Wrap- 
ping Paper Section Remains Dull—Paper Board Market Steady 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT] 

Cuicaco, Ill., August 20, 1934—The final weeks of the 
Summer months seem certain to be comparatively quiet as 
far as the Chicago market is concerned. Demand is re- 
ported quiet in virtually all lines with the exception of a 
slightly increased activity in waste paper centering around 
folded news and book. The waste industry is much in- 
terested in final decisions relative to the Supplementary 
Code for the Waste Paper Industry. 

In other markets, newsprint and ground wood represen- 
tatives are watching with interest the debate between the 
newspaper publishers and the newsprint industry and with 
the viewpoint that the publishers talk of “monopoly” is 
more or less a smokescreen of political aspect. Local 
representatives are fearful of the further weakening of 
the newsprint market unless the Administration is soon 
able to straighten matters out. 

The book and cover market locally evidenced little or 
no change over last week, while bonds and ledgers were 
coasting along with little of an exciting nature to ‘report. 
The kraft market is dull with business reported hard to 
get in view of the comparative slackening of retail busi- 
ness activity in this locality. The paperboard market is 
virtually unchanged although the record of this division 
of the industry compares very favorably with that of any 
other division. 

Paperboard Men Meet 


The National Paper Board Association held meetings 
of the Western Box Board Division and the Western Con- 
tainer Board Division at the Blackstone Hotel in Chicago 
on Thursday, August 16. It was the regular meeting of 
these divisions and was attended by some 35 representa- 
tives of the two groups. G. G, Otto, chairman, presided 
at the sessions which, for the most part, dealt primarily 
with code provisions and with the work of living up to the 
code agreement in all particulars. H. S, Adler is secre- 
tary of the National Paper Board Association and ar- 
ranged the details of the session. 


Paper Salesmen Hold Golf Outing 


Members and guests of the Middle West Division, 
Salesmen’s Association of the Paper Industry, held the 
fourth of their series of golf outings at the Knollwood 
Country Club, north of Chicago, on Friday, August 17. 
R. R. Cook, chairman of the committee, expected well 
over half a hundred members and guests for the luncheon, 
golf and dinner event in the evening. Scores of prizes for 
almost every imaginable achievement known to golfers 
were scheduled to be awarded. At the same time Knoll- 
wood offered use of its famous swimming pool to those 
paper salesmen who preferred to take to the water for a 
part of their entertainment. 


News of the Trade

methods of matching colors. The folder lists Oxford 


North Star Dull Coated in seven sizes. The second of 
the large folders features the uniformity of Oxford papers 
and carries illustrations of a log boom; arrival of the logs 
at the mill; testing paper and an illustration of the presses 
at the wet end of the paper machine. The folder is printed 
on Oxford White Seal. Oxford’s method of creating 
reader interest in its message through illustration of vari- 
ous scenes in the making of paper has, from the stand- 
point of the advertiser and printer, a lot to recommend it. 

John D. Swigart, well known to the paper trade, is a 
member of the Illinois Republican Finance Committee 
which is at present engaged in a campaign to enlist the 
support of Republicans for the forthcoming political cam- 
paign in this State. 

The Cromwell Paper Company has reported the addi- 
tion of two new tympans to its line, bringing the total 
number now offered to the printing trade up to four.

Centaur is a low priced roll tympan for short runs. 

Hammermill representatives in this territory are center- 
ing their attention on the annual sales agents conference 
to be held at Erie on August 21 and 22. 


Folding Paper Box Industry Files Budget 


Wasuincton, D. C., August 15, 1934—Notice was 
given by the NRA that any objections to the budget of 
$30,000 a month, submitted by the folding paper box in- 
dustry to meet expenses of administering its code from 
July 1, 1934, to June 16, 1935, must be filed with Deputy 
Administrator David H. Tulley, prior to August 23. 

Within that time opportunity also will be given for 
filing objections to the proposed basis of contribution ; the 
industry’s application for a termination of the exemption 
contained in Administrative Order No. X-36 freeing in- 
dustry members from contributing to the expense of ad- 
ministering any code other than that embracing their prin- 
cipal line of business; and a proposed modification of the 
code that would make mandatory on members of this in- 
dustry contributions to code administration. 

The suggested basis of contribution is % of 1 percent 
of the sales volume, which should secure the amount of 
the total budget, or $360,000. 


Racquette River’s Exports Grow 


PotspaMm, N. Y., August 20, 1934—Orders from foreign 
countries are helping the Racquette River Paper Company 
to keep running steadily and the market for this business 
is rapidly being extended. The company is said to be 
among the few Northern New York mills sending ship- 
ments to South American ports and a quantity of its 
product for tabulating cards is now being shipped to 
Argentina. The foreign business has been growing 
steadily and only a few years ago the concern furnished 
the material for cards for the first national census of the 
Russian government while shipments have also been made 
to France and the Dutch East Indies. It was also stated 
that the company is supplying all paper for governmental 
tabulatory work in this country which is among the prin- 
cipal products developed at the local mill.

COOPERATION VERSUS COMPULSION 


The NRA was accepted enthusiastically by the various 
sections of the pulp and paper industry. There can be no 
question about its having helped decidedly in improving 


business. This is said advisedly as the betterment in the 
industry is substantiated by statistics which have been is- 
sued from time to time from various reliable sources, So 
it may be said without fear of contradiction that so far as 
the paper industry is concerned, the NRA has on the whole 
worked well. 

But there has been some dissatisfaction. Perhaps this 
should have been expected because the measure was a de- 
cidedly radical change from the old order of things and 
no magic has ever been discovered that can make such 
revolutionary changes in the economic structure work al- 
together smoothly and perfectly satisfactory to everyone 
concerned at a moment’s notice. 

After more than a year’s operation, it would seem, how- 
ever, that more attention should be given now to ironing 
out some of the rough spots in a measure which in the 
main is so advantageous to the industry. It should not be 
difficult to affect the needed improvements if all the fac- 
tors concerned in both the government and the industry 
work intelligently toward this end which is certainly the 
commonly desired goal. Cooperation is always more suc- 
cessful than compulsion. 

At first it was felt under the NRA that Ly “cracking 
down” corrections could be made, but this only created 
antagonism. Human nature always rebels at being driven. 


Trade associations were built up by cooperation and only 
by cooperation can they survive. Cooperation means 
knowing the other fellow, who when known is generally 
found to be personably and in himself no different from 
one’s own self. It means recognizing the rights of others 
and working together openly to get results. No trade cus- 
toms or trade practices that are unfair or inequitable can 
survive, but their creation may mean some sacrifices here 
for an advantage there. The Sherman Law and the Clay- 
ton Act are economically sound and as interpreted by the 
courts are fair to business. Things that they prohibit are 
economically unsound. So legitimate cooperation and its 
expression in trade association will long survive and it is 
being felt more and more by the NRA that this is the 
form of self-government of industry desired and legisla- 
ture is coming to that end. 

Judging from all the signs, it is probable that the 
spirit of cooperation will prevail more commonly in the 
future than it has in the past and this is greatly to be de- 
sired. Under such circumstances, the Paper TRADE Jour- 
NAL is convinced that the NRA will more quickly and more 
completely accomplish its purpose. 


SUNSHINE AND CLOUDS IN NEWSPRINT 


While continued improvement in the level of production 
and consumption casts bright rays of sunshine over the 
news print industry, says the Montreal Correspondent of 
the Paper TRADE JOURNAL, clouds continue to obscure the 
outlook. In July the output totalled 208,238 tons, com- 
pared with 80,387 in the same month last year, the increase 
of 27,857 tons representing a gain of 15.44 percent. This 
brings the seven months’ production in Canada to a total of 
1,468,871 tons, compared with 1,074,874 tons for the first 
seven months of 1933, an increase of 36.65 percent. 

As against this, however, is the fact that developments 
at Washington in connection with the supplementary code 
for the newsprint industry under the NRA have practically 
eliminated recent hopes for a revision in the contract 
price for newsprint at the end of the year. This fact, to- 
gether with increased costs and a discount on the U. S. 
dollar where a premium existed last year, has made the 
prospects probably less favorable, despite increased sales, 
than it was at the beginning of 1933 when consumption 
was at a minimum and the whole price structure under- 
mined by price cutting. 

Commenting on the situation, the Financial Times, of 
Montreal, says: “In seeking a way out of their new prob- 
lem, the newsprint operators in Canada again find them- 
selves faced with the need for concerted action—an ob- 
jective that was found impossible of attainment when the 
price war in the industry was at its height. After nearly 
three years of conferences and intermittent negotiations, 
it required the operation of the NRA legislation in the 
United States to eliminate the price-cutting and discount 
ing practices that were steadily sapping the life blood of a 
once virile and prosperous industry. Instead of making 
any real effort to stop the rot, the individual operators 
persisted in making every effort to obtain a little extra 
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tonnage from a competitor, whatever the cost might be 
when the final accounting came. 

“The Canadian mills, with about 50 per cent. of the 
world production, are in a position to force an upward re- 
vision in the price of newsprint provided united action can 
be achieved among the operators. The mills have a just 
argument in favor of a higher price on their product, and 
should not find it necessary to depend on the administra- 
tion of another country to assist them in obtaining it. 

“In the Newsprint Export Manufacturers Association 
of Canada, formed last year for the purpose of co-operat- 
ing with a similar body of U.S. producers in working out 
the provisions of the newsprint code in the U.S., the Cana- 
dian producers have a ready-made organization which 
could take the place of the old newsprint institute. All 
that would be necessary is the sinking of selfish interests 
for the well-being of the industry as a whole and an honest 
effort towards efficient control of the price structure.” 


Unions Must Fight to Save Newsprint 
Port ANGELES, Wash., August 20, 1934—In a talk to 


union papermakers here, John Burke, of Fort Edward, 
N. Y., international president of the Brotherhood of Sul- 
phite and Paper Mill Workers pointed out that “aided by 
the labor union movement, a strong fight must be waged 
to save the newsprint industry of the United States from 
dying out because of duty-free imports from foreign mills 
where unorganized workers are paid low wages and work 
long hours.” 

Says Mr. Burke, “We must find out and get after those 
big newspapers who are buying newsprint from these 
cheap wage, long-hour mills of foreign lands, and actually 
violating the spirit of the National Recovery Act by so 
doing. 

“In spite of the United States being the greatest news- 
print consuming nation in the world, we import, duty free, 
twice as much paper as we manufacture and much of it 
comes from mills in Quebec and other provinces where 
wages are as low as 25 and 30 cents an hour. 

“Cooperation between pulp and paper mill owners and 
labor unions in the Portland agreement recently has placed 
an additional $1,500,000 a year in the pay envelopes of the 
workers in Oregon and Washington.” 


Financial Manipulation in Paper Industry 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT] 


Montreal, Que., August 20, 1934.—Financial manipu- 
lations in connection with the pulp and paper industry 
came in for severe condemnation in the pamphlet which 
was issued by the Hon. H. H. Stevens, minister of Trade 
and Commerce and which Premier Bennett promptly 
suppressed, sending out a call for all the copies which 
had been distributed to be returned. The pamphlet gives 
Mr. Stevens’ views upon evidence before a Parliamentary 
Committee inquiring into price spreads and mass buying. 
As that investigation is to be continued by a Royal Com- 
mission of which Mr. Stevens is chairman, the contention 
is that delivery of judgment before the inquiry was ended 
Was improper. The whole incident has proved the great- 
est political sensation in Canada in years, and continues 
to be a matter of hot debate. There is talk of libel ac- 
tions against Mr. Stevens by parties and firms named 
by him, and demands for his dismissal or resignation from 
the chairmanship of the Royal Commission. A number 
of papers have reprinted the pamphlet, despite its sup- 
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pression. The following is the text of Mr. Stevens’ ref- 
erence in the pamphlet to the pulp and paper industry: 

“IT turn now to the pulp and paper industry. It is not 
in our picture, although we have been asked to investi- 
gate it. I do not see how we can possibly cover it. I 
made calculations two years ago‘and I state now from 
memory that something like $30,000,000 had been gouged 
out of that industry in just the same way. They took a 
healthy, prosperous, wealthy community, made up of the 
different .groups of the pulp and paper industry, which, 
if they had been left alone, some of them, most of them, 
would have gone through this depression without any dif- 
ficulty. They took them and brought them into mergers, 
not for purposes of making institutions that would be 
free of debt, not for the purpose of putting more capital 
into them which would produce earnings, but bond issues 
were made through the name and influence of personal 
leaders in finance, which issues the promotors induced the 
public to buy, and with what results? 

“I am quite satisfied that in the various mergers now 
operating, and which have come into existence between 
1922 and 1929, there was made out of that industrial 
manipulation $30,000,000 (my calculations were $34,000,- 
000) taken out of that industry and put down in the pock- 
ets of those who promoted these mergers. The industry 
has been left with an added weight of debt as a result 
of this added financial exploitation. 

“Of course, that sort of thing can not go on indefinitely. 
Let me put this to you, there is emerging from the studies 
of our committee, and they will be brought down to a 
very definite form, I hope, during the summer and 
autumn months, this fact; that in the manipulation of the 
commercial and industrial life of this country by financial 
promoters there have been erected economic structures 
of a financial character which have to a large extent bur- 
dened our commercial institutions with fixed debt which 
make it exceedingly difficult for them to operate.” 


Identification of Commercial Timbers 


The McGraw-Hill Book Company, Inc., New York, has 
just published the first volume in the American Forestry 
Series under the editorship of Professor Walter Mulford, 
of the University of California. 

Harry P. Brown, professor of wood technology, and 
Alexis J. Panshin, research assistant, both of the New 
York State College of Forestry, Syracuse University, are 
the authors of the work just issued, which is entitled 
“Tdentification of the Commercial Timbers of the United 
States.” 

The first part of the book discusses the gross and minute 
anatomy of wood, written in as simple language as the 
subject matter will permit. This is followed by an illus- 
trated key based on gross features, a key based on minute 
features, descriptions of the woods by species, plates 
depicting each wood across the grain at right angles 
to the rags at 75X, and a glossary of technical terms 
used in the text. The price of the book is $3.00.

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Aeration of Sulphite Liquor

Sanitary surveys have been made in Oregon to study 
the various sources of pollution in the Willamette River. 
In 1929, a survey (1) of the oxygen content of this river 
was made throughout the most populated areas. This 
survey revealed that in certain localities a serious deple- 
tion of the oxygen content of the river existed. In the 
vicinities of the sulphite pulp mills, of which there are 
five in the Willamette Valley, there were distinct and im- 
mediate drops in the dissolved oxygen content of the 
water. The most recent survey, made in 1933 by the 
Technical Committee for Investigation of Pulp and Paper 
Trade Wastes in the Willamette Valley (2), indicated 
that the oxygen demand of the waste sulphite liquor was 
much greater than that of the other industrial and domes- 
tic wastes discharged into the river, and that the liquor 
exerted a very high pollutional load on the stream. 

The Technical Committee recommended that a further 
study be made concerning the possibility of alleviating 
the pollutional load of sulphite waste liquor on the river. 
As a result of this recommendation, research was begun 
at the engineering experiment station at Oregon State 
College. The purpose of this research was to study the 
effects of aeration on the biochemical oxygen demand of 
sulphite liquor. 

The Wisconsin Bureau of Sanitary Engineering had 
.previously conducted experiments on the aeration of sul- 
phite waste liquors at Park Falls, Wis. (3). The results 
of these experiments indicated that a considerable reduc- 
tion of the biochemical oxygen demand of these wastes 
might be accomplished by aeration treatment. By retain- 
ing the liquor in a pond for two days, it was reported 
that reductions of from 76 to 92 per cent in oxygen 
demand were possible. 

Aeration as referred to here is any method of allowing 
the waste liquor to come into intimate contact with the air, 
such that it may absorb oxygen. The sulphite liquor, 
having a high immediate demand for oxygen, will absorb 
and react chemically with the oxygen of the air. Being 
thus partially oxidized, the sulphite liquor will require 
less oxygen upon entering the stream. Since oxidation of 
the concentrated liquor by the air is much more rapid 
than when diluted with the water, a comparatively short 
aeration period will result in considerable stabilization of 
the liquor before it is discharged into the river. 

The experiments on aeration at Oregon State College 
were conducted in the laboratory on a small scale. Such 
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variables as the time contact with air, the temperature of 
the liquor, and the surface per unit volume of liquor 
exposed to the air, were considered to be the controlling 
factors in the reduction in biochemical oxygen demand. 
These variables were studied in connection with the re- 
search conducted for the investigation. Variation of the 
surface exposed to the air was accomplished by agitation 
of the liquor with a regulated stirring device, and by 
counter-current aeration of the liquor in a bubble column. 
The air was heated before entering the bubble column, 
through which the liquor was continuously being recycled. 

The standard biochemical oxygen demand determinations 
were used as recommended by E. J. Theriault. (4). The 
unmodified Winkler method was used in all dissolved 
oxygen determinations. According to W. F. Warrick of 
the Wisconsin Bureau of Sanitary Engineering, (5), the 
unmodified Winkler method is sufficiently accurate when 
dilutions of the test sample are 1 to 4,000 and greater. 

The first experiments carried on were simple ponding 
experiments. The results of these experiments show that 
a considerable reduction in biochemical oxygen demand 
was accomplished. 


Changes in B. O. D. 
Fig. 1, Curve 1 shows the effects of ponding at a con- 
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stant temperature upon the biochemical oxygen demand 
of sulphite liquor. A reduction in oxygen demand pro- 
portional to the duration of the ponding period is in- 
dicated. There is, presumably, a limit for the amount 
of reduction possible by this method. After this limit 
has been reached, further ponding is apparently ineffec- 
tive. Thus, as indicated by Fig. 1, a 79 per cent reduc- 
tion in B. O. D. was attained by ponding the liquor for 
ten hours at 50 deg. C., and apparently this value is 
nearly a maximum. 

Fig. 1, Curve 2 shows the results obtained by ponding 
for a constant period of time, with the sulphite liquor 
at different temperatures. The higher the temperature, the 
greater is the reduction in B. O. D. A reduction of 85 
per cent is indicated for a two hour ponding period at 
90 deg. C. 

The reductions in B. O. D. obtained by agitation did 
not show that this treatment was an improvement over 
simple ponding. The convection currents in the warm li- 
quor apparently caused sufficient surface exposure to pro- 
duce the indicated reduction. 

The effects of aeration in a bubble column is shown 
by Fig. 2. A maximum reduction in B. O. D. of 30 per 
cent is indicated by this figure. The temperature of the 
liquor did not exceed 50 deg. C. during this experiment, 
and the period of aeration was only two hours. It is 
quite possible that a higher reduction might be obtained 
by this method with a period longer than two hours, and 
at a higher temperature. 
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Conclusions 


The results of the experiments conducted for this re- 
search indicate that under properly controlled conditions, 
ponding and aeration will greatly reduce the biochemical 
oxygen demand of sulphite liquor. Such a reduction 
would accordingly diminish the demand of this waste for 
the oxygen in the stream, and thereby eliminate part of 
its pollutional effects. 

Aeration is a simple treatment for sulphite liquor 
wastes, and is considered to be economically feasible. Al- 
though ponding is not an ultimate solution to the sulphite 
mill waste problem, it might be used temporarily during 
periods of low water when the river is unable to carry 
the pollutional load of the sulphite liquor.

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Automatic Controls for Paper Mills* 


By R. Skagerberg’ 


Automatic control in various phases of the manufacture 
of paper has been recognized as important for some time. 
Today it is considered as a necessity in order to maintain 
consistently high quality and economical operation. 

Various types of controls have been and are being used: 
those operated by compressed air, hydraulic pressure, vapor 
tension or pressure and electricity. 

This discussion deals with electrically operated controls, 
and more specifically with the Proportioning System which 
isa recent development brought about to overcome certain 
objections to other types of controls. 

Any system of controls consists of three essential ele- 
ments: 1. A controller to detect changes in temperature, 
pressure, humidity, etc., and to transmit this change to a 
power unit. 2. A power unit, such as a motor, to operate 
a valve, damper, etc., and 3. A valve, damper, gate, etc., 
to regulate the flow of steam, water, air, paper stock, or 
other medium which effects the condition under control. 

There are certain advantages of electrically operated 
controls over others which make them preferred: (1) An 
electric motor, when driving a valve or damper, will give 
a smooth, uniform motion and is not subject to jumpy 
action because of slight sticking of the valve or damper. 
(2) It is not influenced by sudden and sometimes uncon- 
trollable changes in pressure. (3) There are no small 
parts to clog. (4) Since electricity travels at a speed of 
186,000 miles per second, the response of the motor to the 
controller is instantaneous. (5) The ease of running elec- 
tric wiring almost anywhere makes the system quick to 
install and flexible. This makes it possible to install the 
controller at any remote point from the motor and valve. 
and (6) A half-century of progress in electrical equipment 
has accomplished a high degree of dependability in this 
type of apparatus. 


Types of Electric Controls 


1. Two-Position ConTROL 


This is the oldest type of control and has had and still 
has many useful and practical applications, although for 
many purposes it offers difficulties. These difficulties arise 
from the fact that the controller causes the valve, damper, 
etc., to go either to the wide-open position or to the closed 
position. In controlling steam flow, for instance, the steam 
is entirely on or entirely off. Whenever the controller 
calls for an opening or closing of a valve, the motor will 
start running and continue to operate in one direction 
until the valve is open or shut. When the opposite position 
of the valve is called for, the motor will start again in the 
same direction as before and will continue to run until 
the full throw of valve or damper is accomplished. Even 
though the controller should break contact after the motor 
has started to close or open the valve, the motor will con- 
tinue to run to the end of its travel. 


2. FLoatinc Cow TROL 


In this system there is, as in the two-position control, 
a two point contact, one for closing and one for opening 
the valve or damper. For instance, for temperature con- 
trol, if the temperature gets too low the controller will 
contact on one side and cause a steam valve to start open- 
ing. [f, while the valve is opening, the temperature rises so 
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as to break the cold contact, the motor will stop and hold 
the valve in position. Then if the temperature continues 
to climb because too much steam has been admitted, the 
controller will make contact on the other side and make 
the motor reverse its travel and start closing the valve. In 
other words, here the motor is reversible, whereas in two- 
position control it is not reversible. 

How closely the controller can regulate the condition of 
temperature, pressure, etc., will depend on how close the 
contacts can be set. Building vibration and other factors 
make it necessary to limit this setting so that, in the case 
of a temperature controller, for instance, several degrees 
of change may be necessary to make the motor reverse 
its motion. 

This control is very satisfactory for some purposes. 
There are, however, certain applications where it causes 
what is called “hunting action.” This can be best ex- 
plained as follows: 

Suppose the controller is operating a process in which 
it takes some time before the controller feels the effect of 
opening or closing a valve, as, for instance, a temperature 
controller on a beater full of stock. Steam is admitted at 
one point, and it takes some little time for the entire mass 
to heat through. Assuming that the mass has cooled, the 
valve will start opening; it may take just a little steam to 
get the results desired, but before the controller feels the 
effect, the valve will have continued to open to a point 
where too much steam has been added. Then when the 
controller does feel the effect, the temperature will con- 
tinue to climb too high and stay there so long that the 
valve will close tight. This will continue indefinitely, 
surging the temperature up and down, and is called “hunt- 
ing.” Many illustrations of this may be brought out. It 
is apparent that for close regulation this type of system 
will not work where there is this delay or “lag” in the 
process. 
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3. PROPORTIONING CONTROL 


The ideal system is one in which the controller will 
move the motor in proportion to the extent of change in 
condition. This is what is accomplished by the Proportion- 
ing System. 

To get a clear picture of this, refer to the diagrams in 
Figs. 1 and 2. Fig. 1 shows the floating control. The con- 
troller in this case is illustrated as a temperature controller. 
The contact blade swings between contact points P and QO 
as the temperature changes. When it contacts Q it will 
cause the motor to rotate in one direction, and contact at P 
causes the reverse rotation. The important points are that 
there is no action at the motor while the blade swings be- 
tween these two contact points, and when contact is finally 
made the motor will continue to revolve until contact is 
broken. 

Now refer to Fig. 2 which shows the Proportioning Sys- 
tem. Here the blade of the controller does not swing be- 
tween two contact points. It slides over a closely wound 
wire coil, AB, called a ‘“‘potentiometer” ; it is not a matter 
of making contacts since contact is always made, but one 
of shifting the position of the sliding blade from one turn 
in the coil to the next. 

The motor also has a potentiometer coil, LN, and a 
slider, K, mounted on its shaft. The slider moves around 
with the shaft and changes its position on the coil. 

When the slider of the controller is at P and that of 
the motor is at N, the center positions of the poten- 
tiometers, the motor will remain stationary as the electrical 
system is balanced. Now if the controller blade shifts 
slightly to Q, the electrical system is unbalanced, and the 
motor will start. When the motor slider moves over its 
potentiometer to T, the system is again balanced, and the 
motor will stop. 

Thus, for every change at the controller there is a corre- 
sponding change at the motor in just the right proportion. 
The motor is a reversible type as in the floating control, so 
it will move in either direction to open or close the valve 
as called for by the controller. The sensitivity of this sys- 
tem depends on the number of turns of wire in the poten- 
tiometer for a given movement of the slider; this will vary 
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with different types of controllers. For instance, in a 
controller in which three pounds of pressure are required 
to shift the slider from one extreme to the other of the 
coil, and there are thirty turns of wire in the coil, there 
are thirty positions across the winding requiring about 
1/10 pound pressure to move the slider from one position 
to the next. So even allowing for some slight lost motion 
in the motor and linkage which cannot be avoided, the 
sensitivity of the system is very pronounced. 


Applications of the Proportioning System 


The flexibility of this system has made it possible to 
apply it to several hundred types of control problems dur- 
ing the past four years. New kinds of applications are 
constantly arising, many of which can be properly solved 
in no other way except by the electric Proportioning 
System. Practically every industry has processes under 
control of this system. 

So, while this system is relatively new “to the paper in- 
dustry, there is every reason to believe that it is an 
answer to most control anagem in this maeeey. Appli- 
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cations have already been made in dryer control. A good 
example is that of a tissue mill where some eight installa- 
tions have been made. Fig. 3 represents diagrammatically 
a temperature control of a Yankee Dryer. 

The thermostat bulb is installed so as to be effected by 
the temperature of the condensate. The controller is of 
the supersensitive type and controls a proportioning valve 
on the steam line. The diagram also shows how it is pos- 
sible also to use the proportioning control as a pressure 
reducing valve with the controller mounted at any con- 
yenient point on the machine room floor. This permits the 
operator to regulate the steam pressure with ease. 

Fig. 4 represents a pressure control system for a multiple 
fourdrinier drier. This system provides for control] as 
follows: 

1. Control of live steam makeup to maintain any de- 
sired pressure in the main steam header. The controller 
is designated as P,; and valve as Vj. 

2. Individual control for each of the three dryer sections 
permitting any desired pressure to be maintained in any 
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one of the sections. These are represented by Pg, P., Ps, 
and V3, Va, and Vs. 

3. Control of steam to the drier during a break. This 
consists of controller Pz and valve V2 on the main header. 
The controller is set at 1 or 2 lbs. pressure, comes on when 
the paper breaks, either manually or automatically, and 
maintains a slight pressure in the rolls. This prevents a 
vacuum from forming in the rolls which would draw in 
air through the steam joints. It also keeps the rolls hot 
and ready to receive the sheet again. 

All the controllers can be mounted on one panel or on 
separate panels at any convenient point. The diagram 
shows pressure gages mounted on the panel; these may 
or may not be used, as desired, but serve as a guide to the 
back-tender. 

A complete line of controls is available for almost any 
type of application. For special applications it is a matter 
of adapting controls to the problems, and the flexibility 
of the Proportioning System is such that it fits into almost 
any use. 


Paper Mills Calender Stack Lubrication+ 


The purpose of the calender stack in paper mill opera- 
tions is to impart a high finish or glaze to certain grades 
of paper after the sheet leaves the drier end of the 
paper machine. The stack comprises a number of hori- 
zontal rolls. The treatment to which the paper is sub- 
jected is virtually an ironing process. In this treatment 
the sheet is exposed to high pressure, at a speed com- 
mensurate with the nature of the desired finish. Normally 
the higher the finish the greater will be the pressure and 
the higher the surface speed of the rolls. 

The average stack carries from seven to eleven rolls. 
The size of these elements will vary according to the size 
of the mill. In general, however, the top and bottom 
rolls will be the largest, the intermediate being of some- 
what less diameter, and consequently not so heavy. 

Very heavy duty is involved, and both pressure and 
speed must be considered in any study of lubrication. In 
consequence the bearings of the average calender stack 
will often present a de- 
cided problem of lubri- 
cation. While this has 


pressure on the oil supply, however, as well as the usual 
limited amount which can pass through the bearings, there 
may often be but little actual protection of lubrication. 
In other words, entry of contaminating dust to any extent 
would tend to accumulate in the bearing oil grooves rather 
than be washed out. Development of such obstructions 
to any marked degree could naturally be expected to 
impede the flow of oil, frequently, as experience has 
proved, to the serious detriment of the bearings, due to 
insufficient lubrication. 


Effective Protection

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has indicated that the flood of lubricant developed by 
leading oil under sufficient pressure and in adequate 
volume to each respective bearing will effectively protect 
them from accumulation of non-lubricating matter by 
virtually washing this latter out during circulation of the 
oil. To insure that the oil will be of sufficient purity for 
continuous usage proper means of filtration must be in- 
stalled with such a system, to remove any foreign matter 
as may be carried out by the return oil. The manner in 
which the filtering element can be located in a calender 
stack lubricating system is shown in Fig. 1. 


Lubrication an Adjunct to Cooling 


Flood lubrication, whereby an excess of oil is constantly 
being circulated through bearing clearances, also affords 
considerable cooling. This is frequently very advan- 
tageous. While steam-heated rolls are not used through- 
out the entire calender, the pressures of operation and 
crowding frequently develop considerable temperature. To 
an extent this will be conducted to the bearings, or in 
low clearance elements actually generated therein. By 
serving them with a flood of oil, however, lubrication as 
well as cooling is brought about, the return oil carrying 
away a considerable amount of heat, which is subsequently 
dissipated in the filter and storage tanks, prior to recir- 
culation of the oil. 


Bearing Design 


Calender stack bearings may be of either anti-friction 
or plain sleeve type. Prevailing practice in the adaptation 


of anti-friction bearings to this type of service makes 
provision for an oil reservoir as a part of each bearing 
housing, with adequate means for checking the oil level. 


Where plain or sleeve type bearings are used, to sustain 
the heavy pressures which will so often be encountered, 
circulating pressure lubrication is normally preferred by 
the designers of the newer types of machines. In the 
opinion of certain authorities the oil overflow should be 
planned to take place at such a point in each bearing 
housing as to always leave a certain amount of oil in a 
suitable reservoir, which will insure reserve lubrication 
for a reasonable length of time, in the event of interrup- 
tion or failure of the oiling system. 


Bearing design, of course, must always be studied with 
the view of preventing water, color or lint from the paper 
(which may so often be blown by air onto the rells) from 
gaining entry to the bearings, or otherwise contaminating 
the oil supply. For this reason, very careful thought 
has been given to providing each bearing with a suitable 
seal, to prevent entry of non-lubricating foreign matter. 
The use of any such seal, along with other means for 
preventing contamination of the oil, will, of course, apply 
to both plain bearings as well as anti-friction bearings. 

To increase the benefits pertinent to circulating flood 
lubrication, ring or collar oilers are also adapted to modern 
calender bearings. The use of the ring or collar oiler in 
conjunction with an automatic oil circulating system is 
particularly noteworthy, for circulation if properly accom- 
plished will insure against overheating, the flood of oil act- 
ing as a cooling or heat removing medium. Furthermore, 
means of filtration and cooling are frequently installed 
with such systems to give the further advantage of clean 
cool oil. There is also a decided element of dependa- 
bility involved, for in case there should be any interruption 
of oil flow due to breakdown of the circulating system, or 
should it have to be cut out temporarily for minor repair 
or adjustment, the capacity of the bearing reservoirs and 
the automatic action of the rings or collars in maintaining 
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oil circulation will insure dependable and continued opeta- 
tion for a considerable period of time. 


Bottom Roll Bearings 


In the construction of calender roll bearings, experience 
has indicated that careful attention must be given to the 
bottom roll. Here clearance is very important; obviously, 
it must never be too great, otherwise there would be a 
possibility of appreciable reduction of the contact area to 
result in an increase in unit operating pressure. This has 
also been the reason for careful study of oil grooving of 
such bearing. 

As an adjunct to design, the manner of applying lubri- 
cants to these bottom roll bearings is also important. In 
the opinion of certain authorities a direct lead from the 
oil distribution main to each of such bearings will insure 
the continuous delivery of cool, fresh oil, and a more effec- 
tive counteraction of the cumulative pressure exerted by 
the entire set of rolls which comprise the stack. On the 
other hand, the oil outlet must be of ample size to carry off 
the oil discharge and relieve the bearing of any possibility 
of back pressure or crowding. This can be helped by 
carrying the oil grooves to the point of discharge in the 
bearing proper. 


Effect of Manner of Drive 


A recent survey of lubrication practice in British paper 
making mills, as compared with American practice, has 
developed some interesting and useful information, par- 
ticularly to those who are concerned with manufacture 
and operation of calender stacks. Methods of drive have 
been given especially careful study, with a view to ascer- 
taining relative advantages of driving through the second 
roll instead of the bottom roll, as is customary in American 
mills. 


Advantages of the Second Roll Drive 


From a lubrication point of view this has resulted in 
considerably improved bearing conditions; it is also 
claimed to have introduced other features of great im- 
portance to the paper maker, viz.: The power required to 
drive the stack is reduced. Heavy stacks equipped with 
plain babbitt bearings can be started up without the neces- 
sity of lifting the upper rolls. The finish of the sheet is 
said to be considerably improved, due to greater slippage 
particularly between the bottom and second rolls. Slippage 
as developed with bottom roll drives is said to occur 
higher up the stack than when second roll drive is prac- 
ticed. It is claimed that this latter gives greater slippage 
at the last roll passage in finishing the sheet. In other 
words, instead of starting the finish at the top of the stack 
in a more or less gradual manner, the glaze is imparted 
more instantaneously by the bottom rolls as the sheet leaves 
the stack. This is regarded as being conducive to a more 
uniform and greatly improved finish. Furthermore, if 
improved finish is not desired, second roll driving 1s 
claimed to give the same finish with much less pressure on 
the top roll. 

Lubrication has been found to be materially facilitated 
in mills where the stack is driven through the second roll, 
for the bearings of the bottom roll have then only to carry 
the weight of the stack, with less resultant unit pressure. 
This means that drive stresses are carried by bearings that 
have to carry but little weight. It has also been found that 
pressure on the top roll bearing can be reduced, to some- 
what overcome the usual difficulties which develop in the 
imposing of this pressure upon the cap of the bearing. 
But most important of all, it has been found that the 
necessity for special lubrication at starting, in the interest 
of reducing starting torque, can be eliminated.

Paul Bunyan Express to the Tall Timbers 


One of the important features on the program for the 
International Convention of TAPPI at Portland, Ore., on 
September 10-13, is a day devoted to an inspection of the 
pulp and paper mills at Longview, Wash., and a trip to 
the tall timber on the “Paul Bunyan Express.”’ 

The Weyerhaeuser Timber Company has made ar- 
tangements at their headquarters camp to show TAPPI 
members and their friends just how the tall timber of 
the northwest is brought to earth and transported in the 
form of logs to the pulp mill. For those of our visitors 
who have never seen logging operations in the mammoth 
timber on the west coast, this will be an experience to 


be long remembered and will prove extremely instructive. 

Members will be conveyed from the Multnomah Hotel 
in Portland by bus to Longview, where they will be trans- 
ferred to an open-air train, which will be equipped with 
a loud-speaker system; as the delegates ride through the 
virgin forests, the superintendent of the Weyerhaeuser log- 
ging operations will explain what it is all about. Arrange- 
ments have been made by the company to do tree topping, 
falling, bucking, logging and loading along the right-of- 
way so that all may see with the least amount of effort 
exactly how this large timber is handled. 

A real loggers’ luncheon will be served and everyone 
will be transported back to Longview in time to arrive in 
Portland for a late dinner. It is rumored that Paul 
Bunyan’s blue ox will be on exhibition, and some of his 
feats recounted, such as dredging the Columbia River and 
digging Puget Sound. 

The Crown-Willamette Paper Company at Cathlamet 
has arranged to likewise show the delegates the logging 
operation and wood preparing layout, such as barking of 
logs, shipping, loading, etc., before transporting to their 
mills near Portland. They will also serve luncheon for 
those making this trip. Both of these logging operations 
are the most medern in the northwest and are easily 
reached with a minimum amount of inconvenience and 
loss of time. 


Golf Tournament 


The Northwest and Portland are noted for a great many 
things, but there is one thing in which they do excel from 
a recreational standpoint, and that is their golf courses. 

On Thursday afternoon, Sept. 13, S. C. Rasmussen, 
chairman of the golf committee, has arranged for one of 
the most carefully planned and elaborate golf tournaments 
imaginable. The tournament will be played over the beau- 
tiful course of the Portland Golf Club, which is located 
about 8 miles west of Portland, in the scenic Tualatin 
Valley. 

In 1931 the Western amateur championship was played 
over this course; it is a real test of golf. The Portland 
Club have a spacious and completely equipped clubhouse 
and everything for the comfort and pleasure of the golfer 
will be arranged for. Prizes have been collected, dozens 
of them, and the tournament worked out in such a manner 
that everyone will have an opportunity of winning some 
valuable trophy.* The low gross player will not have any 
more chance than the 18 and 20 handicap boys. This tour- 
nament is going to be one of the outstanding features of 
the convention and should be productive of many golf 
stories to tell during the winter season. 

Arrangements have been made with all of the private 
clubs in and near Portland so that TAPPI members and 
friends may play on any of the courses. Greens fees are 
very nominal and the hospitality will be of the “true 
Western kind.” 

In and near Portland there are 21 18-hole golf courses 
and nearly any one of them are of championship design. 
Portland has the reputation of being one of the most 
golf-minded communities in the United States. Last year 
the national public links championship was held over the 
East Moreland Municipal links, which is located in the 
center of one of the best residential districts, not over 
ten minutes’ drive from the downtown section. 

All golfers should remember to bring their sticks and 
clothes. The weather in Portland at this time of the year 
usually is just like summer, the temperature seldom is 
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more than a maximum of 75 deg. or a minimum of 56 
deg.; summer apparel is comfortable. There is little 
chance for rain at this time, according to weather statistics 
available, but should it be rainy, it will not affect the golf 
tournament in this section, as we never have hard rains, 
but what is called “Oregon mist.” 

The ladies undoubtedly will wish to play golf and facili- 
ties have been provided and arrangements made so that 
they, too, may play all the golf that they like on any of the 
beautiful courses in Portland. 

The transportation committee is arranging for bus trans- 
portation from the hotel to the golf links and return so 
that the responsibility of driving will not fall upon the 
golfer, he may concentrate entirely upon the first 18 or 
19 holes! 

Following the golf tournament, there will be a dinner- 
dance and the prizes for the lucky ones will be awarded 
at that time, so plan to play in this great tournament. 

There will be other sports and recreational feats pro- 
vided, and for those who desire we have, near Portland, 
the finest trout fishing in America, or if you want to go 
to the beach and try deep-sea fishing, that is only a few 
hours away. Snow-capped Mt. Hood, St. Helena, Mt. 
Rainier, Mt. Adams and Mt. Baker are all near, or easily 
reached from Portland. At any rate, there will be plenty 
of things to occupy the time of everyone and yet let them 
enjoy their favorite sport or pastime. Deer season will 
be open September 20-25, and those who wish to go in for 
“big game” or hunting and shooting the elusive China 
pheasant may do so. 

Alaska Cruise 

Someone on the TAPPI special trains is going to be 
pleasantly surprised during the dinner-dance at the Daven- 
port Hotel in Spokane on the night of September 8. 
Everyone who books transportation on these special trains 
is going to be given a numbered ticket, and this will be 
good in the drawing for a free Alaska cruise. 

The transportation committee have made arrangements 
with the Alaska Steamship Company to take the lucky 
one on a ten-day trip into the beautiful north country, 
which is particularly charming at this time of the year. 

If you have not already made reservations on the 
TAPPI special trains leaving Chicago 10:30 p. m., Sep- 
tember 5, do so at once. You may get this ten-day trip 
to Alaska. It’s worth about $125 and is not going to cost 
the lucky one a dime. 


Dinner Dance at Spokane 
The dinner-dance at Spokane will permit a few hours’ 
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relaxation before entraining for Portland at midnight. 
Spokane is the home town of the Inland Empire Paper 
Company and the arrangements for the dinner and dance 
are in the hands of Myron Black, who is vice-chairman 
of the Pacific Coast Section of TAPPI. 

The special trains will leave Spokane about midnight 
hour and will arrive on the Columbia River about break- 
fast time the next morning. Sunrise on the Columbia 
River is one of the most beautiful sights you can ever 
hope to see, and for more than two hours you will see 
this majestic river as you ride along the water’s edge, 
and you can also see Mt. Hood in the distance rising 
majestically above the landscape. 

Bonneville dam is about 42 miles east of Portland on 
the Columbia River and has progressed to a point now 
where those on the special trains can get a very good 
idea of the immensity of this great project, which is 
costing thirty-one million dollars. Trains will stop there 
a few minutes so that everyone will have an opportunity 
of seeing this, the first dam on the Columbia River. This 
dam will supply the cheapest power of any plant in the 
United States and will probably have a tremendous in- 
fluence upon the economic life of this district.

Obituary 
‘Ralph M. Snell

Hotyoke, Mass., August 21—Ralph M Snell, aged 57, 
one of the founders of the Papermakers Chemical Cor- 
poration and widely known in paper making circles died 
Tuesday night at a Sanatorium in Preston Springs, Ont., 
after a long period of ill health that forced his retirement 
from business activities late in 1931. 

Mr. Snell retired two years ago as manager of the 
local division of the Paper Makers Chemical Corporation. 
He was vice-president of that organization at that time. 
In the meantime he joined the Hurlburt Paper company 
at South Lee, of which firm he became vice-president.

He was associated with the Chemical Paper Company 
of Holyoke for a period several years ago. 

Mr. Snell was from an old Southern family, his 
grandfather moving from Virginia to Marysville, Ohio, 
where Ralph was born. His family were papermakers 
and his earliest recollections were coupled with that craft. 
At the age of 14, he began his life work with the Indiana 
Paper Company, in South Bend. 

In 1893, he came East and entered the employ of the 
Worthy Paper Company. He located his residence in 
North Agawam, where he had lived since. In 1896, he 
went to the old Chemical Paper Company of this city and 
stayed there five years. He was appointed, in 1904, 
superintendent of the Niagara Paper Mills in Lockport, 
a post he held for two years. He was one of the incor- 
porators of the Upson Company and was still interested 
in that concern. 

Mr. Snell returned to the Holyoke field in 1906 to be- 
come superintendent of the Paper Makers’ Chemical 
Corporation plant here. He was later promoted to vice 
president in charge of eastern and foreign plants. 

Mr. Snell was a member of the Technical Association 
of the American Paper and Pulp Association, and also 
of the technical division of the Paper Makers’ Association 
of Great Britain and Ireland. He was a leading authority 
on the history of paper mills. He leaves a widow and 
several nephews. 

The funeral services were held Saturday morning at ten 
o'clock from St. Therese’s Church, North Agawam, and 
were largely attended by numerous friends of Mr. Snell 
in the paper industry.

(Walker) Barrows, in Hinsdale, November 30, 1899. He 
is survived by his widow, one sister, Mrs. Samuel C. Der- 
by of Columbus, Ohio, and one brother, William Jackson 
Leonard of Accord, Mass.

MacMillan, aged 65, one of Jefferson county’s best known 
paper mill superintendents, died August 9 at his home in 
the village of Glen Park after an illness of one year.

Fatally Injured in Rag Machine 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT] 


Hotyoke, Mass., August 21, 1934—Joseph Matikowski,

He was taken to the Providence Hospital 
where it was found he had a punctured lung and other 
internal injuries, 
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Alkaline Wash Water for Purification of Air 


Many instances of severe corrosion of metal parts ot 
air-conditioning equipment have come to the attention of 
the National Bureau of Standards subsequent to publi- 
cation of its report (Miscellaneous Publication No. 142) 
on removal of sulphur dioxide from library air. In this 
report it was stated that washing the air with alkaline 
wash water was found necessary for complete removal 
of the acid-forming sulphur dioxide, and that such treat- 
ment protected not only the books and other stored mate- 
rial in libraries but also the air-conditioning equipment. 
In some instances extensive and expensive replacement of 
the metal parts of air-conditioning systems have been 
found necessary within a few months of operation, when 
alkaline treatment of the wash water had not been prac- 
ticed. Corrosion is not always caused by sulphur dioxide; 
other impurities or even normal constituents of both air 
and water, such as carbon dioxide, are corrosive. Main- 
tenance of alkalinity of the wash water at 8 pH or some- 
what above this and the use of chemicals which form pro- 
tective coatings on metals, are said to be effective protec- 
tion against corrosion, providing the kind and amount of 
chemicals used are adjusted to the components of the 
air being treated and those of the water being used for 
the purpose. Removal of certain odors is also said to 
have been effected by alkaline treatment. As the proper 
choice and adjustment of the chemicals require highly 
specialized knowledge, the services of engineers particu- 
larly experienced in such work should be obtained in 
initiating the treatment.

Adverse Paper Decisions 


The United States Customs Court has returned several 
recent decisions adverse to importers of paper, in which 
the Import Committee of the American Paper Indusiry 
had been interested in behalf of the domestic producers, 

The Court held that seventeen importations of bowl 
paper had been undervalued, overruling protests by the 
importers against the finding of undervaluation by ap- 
praising officers. The Court held that poster paper im- 
ported from Canada had been undervalued in two cases, 
one at Duluth and one at Seattle. In the Seattle case the 
Court, while holding the paper dutiable on a higher value 
than invoiced, remitted the additional penal duties im- 
posed for undervaluation on the showing by the import- 
ers that such undervaluation was due to clerical error, and 
not an effort to defraud the Government. 

Customs Officials at various ports are taking vigorous 
action as to importations of newsprint paper. Shipments 
to publications of the shopping news type have been 
admitted only under bond to protect the Government in 
case dumping is found, and some of these publications 
importing colored papers were required to pay duty on 
papers in poster grades. Efforis of importers to secure 
admission of paper at remarkably low prices by claims 
that the paper is side runs or damaged have been met 
by imposition of duty or levying of a bond under the 
Anti-Dumping Act. Some importers have sold paper in 
28 inch width rolls as side runs. 


Newsprint Production for July 


Production of newsprint in Canada during July, 1934, 
amounted to 208,238 tons and shipments to 199,926 tons, 
according to the Newsprint Service Bureau. Production 
in the United States was 76,184 tons and shipments 70,133 
tons, making a total United States and Canadian newsprint 
production of 284,422 tons and shipments of 270,059 tons. 
During July 27,298 tons of newsprint were made in New- 
foundland and 2,047 tons in Mexico, so that the total 
North American production for the month amounted to 
313,767 tons. 

The Canadian mills produced 395,961 tons more in the 
first seven months of 1934 than in the first seven months 
of 1933, which was an increase of 37 per cent. The 
output in the United States was 32,334 tons or 6 per 
cent more than for the first seven months of 1933, in 
Newfoundland 37,914 tons or 26 per cent more, and in 
Mexico 1,917 tons more, making a net increase of 468,126 
tons, or 26.5 per cent. 

Stocks of newsprint paper at Canadian mills are figured 
at 55,099 tons at the end of July and at United States 
mills 20,174 tons, making a combined total of 85,273 tons, 
compared with 70,910 tons on June 30, 1934.

W. W. Pickard Addresses Paper Salesmen 


There was an exceptionally large attendance at the regu- 
lar meeting and luncheon of the Eastern Division of the 
Salesmen’s Association of the Paper Industry, held on 
Monday last in the Tavern Room of the Hotel Commo- 
dore, New York 

The guest speaker, W. W. Pickard, coordinator of the 
paper and pulp industries and formerly Deputy Adminis- 
trator of the NRA, gave an interesting informal talk, 
in which he discussed regulation of tonnage, open prices, 
and other problems of the industry. He stated that the 
Government was hostile to differentials of any kind. Mr. 
Pickard also declared that he found a much better spirit 
of cooperation between the paper industry and the paper 
trade than heretofore, with the object of securing a fair 
return to capital. 


Emergency Prices on Waste Paper 


Upon application of the Waste Paper Code Authority 
to the NRA in Washington, an emergency was declared 
on August 13, on order signed by General Johnson, paving 
the way for the establishment of minimum sales prices on 
basic grades of waste paper. On August 21, the price 
order was signed providing for a minimum price of $8.50 
a ton on folded news and $6.50 a ton on No. 1 mixed 
paper, f.o.b. packing plants, effective immediately. These 
prices are to apply on all sales of waste paper to con- 
sumine mills 


Paper Machinery Code Approved 


The Supplemental Code of Fair Competition for the 
Pulp Paper Machinery Subdivision of the Machinery and 
Allied Products Industry was approved by the NRA on 
Saturday, August 11. 

According to the Code of this group of machinery 
manufacturers, “the Pulp and Paper Machinery Subii- 
vision means the manufacture for sale of machinery 
and equipment used directly in the processing of pulp and 
paper in pulp mills, paper mills, and paper converting 
and processing establishments and/or specially designed 
parts therefor, except paper machines, beaters and jordans 
and any other machinery and equipment and/or parts 
thereof produced under the provisions of any other code 
of fair competition or any other subdivision of this Basic 
Code heretofore approved, and is intended to include all 
those engaged in such manufacture for sale.” 

The Pulp and Paper Machinery Supplementary Code 
adopts the major provisions of the Basic Code of the 
Machinery and Allied Products Industry, including the 
hour and wage clauses, which provide for a 40-hour maxi- 
mum work-week, with certain exceptions, and the follow- 
ing scale of hourly rates: in cities of 50,000 or over, 40 
cents; in cities of less than 50,000 and more than 10,000, 
38 cents; in towns and villages of less than 10,000, 36 
cents; in the South, 32 cents. 

Sponsored by the Pulp and Paper Machinery Associa- 
tion, the code provides for a Code Authority of five per- 
sons, representative of the industry. The code becomes 
effective Wednesday, August 22. 

Phillips Dennett of the Bird Machine Company, South 
Walpole, Mass., is the president of the Pulp and Paper 
Machinery Association and chairman of the temporary 
Code Authority. A permanent Code Authority for this 
industry will be elected shortly.

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New York Market Review 


Office of the Paper Trape JouRNAL, 
Wednesday, August 22, 1934. 

Trading in the local paper market is only moderately 
active. Inquiries for the various standard grades of paper 
are fairly numerous, however, indicating more lively de- 
mand in the near future. Sales forees of the leading 
paper organizations continue optimistic. Prices are hold- 
ing to schedule, in most instances. 

The newsprint paper market is practically marking time. 
During the first seven months of the year there was a 
net increase of production in North America of 468,126 
tons, or 26.5 per cent, according to information gathered 
by the News Print Service Bureau. Stocks at United 
States and Canadian mills at the end of July totalled 
85,273 tons. 

Conditions in the fine paper market are fairly satis- 
factory. As usual at this season, however, demand is 
listless. Prices continue steady. Tissues are moving in 
moderate volume. The coarse paper market is quiet, 
although summer specialties are in good request. The 
paper board market is exhibiting a stronger undertone. 


Mechanical Pulp 


There were no further changes reported in the ground 
wood pulp market. Manufacturing operations are gen- 
erally keyed to consumption, both in North America and 
abroad, and the statistical position of the industry is fairly 
sound. Supplies are moving into consumption in good 
volume for the time of year and the outlook is promising. 


Chemical Pulp 


Business in the chemical pulp market is dull at present, 
but should improve as soon as the midsummer holiday 
period is ended. Prices are holding to schedule. Domestic 
and foreign bleached sulphite are still quoted at from 
$2.75 to $2.85. All prime easy bleaching is selling at 
$2.25 per 100 pounds, on dock, Atlantic ports. 


Old Rope and Bagging 


Some improvement transpired in the old rope market. 
There are more inquiries around for domestic and foreign 
old manila rope. Prices remain unchanged. The bagging 
market is displaying more strength. Gunny bagging is in 
better request. Scrap bagging is fairly active. Roofing 
bagging is arousing little interest. 


Rags 


The domestic rag market is more buoyant than of late. 
Demand for new cotton rags is fairly persistent. No. 1 
white shirt cuttings and fancy shirt cuttings are firmer. 
Export interest in several of the grades is noticeable. 
Roofing rags are only moderately active. The position 
of the imported rag market is unchanged. 

Waste Paper 

Minimum quotations on the lower grades of paper stock 
have not yet been established by Washington, although 
there are various reports around. In some quarters it is 


believed that $9 per ton will be established for folded 
news and $7 per ton for mixed paper, f.o.b. shipping 
points. There is another rumor that the price for folded 
news will be established at $8.50 and mixed paper at $6.50. 


Twine 


Supplies of twine are moving into consumption at a 
fairly steady pace, considering the usual midsummer lull 
in trading. Anticipating an improvement in sales volume 
during the closing months of the year, general paper 
merchants specializing in twines are preparing for a stren- 
uous Fall campaign. Prices are holding to formerly 
quoted levels. 


Indianapolis Demand Improves 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT] 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., August 20, 1934—The advent of 
the fall season is making itself felt in the local paper 
market. Cooler weather and the advancing summer 
caused an increase in the general market this last week. 
The executives are much pleased with the early indications 
for fall. The fine paper market seems particularly in a 
good situation. Prices have held firm during the summer 
and while there was some diminution of demand during 
the hot weather, the slump was not as drastic as it has 
been for the last few years. Prospects for fall are 
bright. Local printers report a large volume of direct 
mail advertising being figured on and much of this is 
certain to go through. 

Local paper jobbers say the printing trades are bet- 
ter off, apparently, than they have been for a long time. 
Most of them are better credit risks than they have been 
and the number of C. O. D. accounts is being lessened 
considerably. Much improvement still can’ be seen, but 
given some good business, the print crafts will come into 
their own quickly. 

The container demand continues good. The summer 
has seen some exceptional business with some of the 
plants and most of them have been getting along far 
better than usual. Most of the added volume comes from 
new users of paper containers rather than big increases 
from old customers. Makers of waxed papers in this 
state report good business. There has been no summer 
lull with them. Most of this paper, naturally, is going 
to the bakery industry. 

Paper stock men say there are indications of some im- 
provement in their business. The summer was somewhat 
disappointing, mill orders being what they were, but re- 
cent inquiries have given them more heart.
